RIGHT ON THE JOB ’ 


British milling interests are reported to 
be staging a “vigorous fight” against the 
wheat quota scheme. As an alternative, 
they have a scheme of their own. They 
would levy a tax on every bag of flour 
xround in Great Britain and pay the wheat 
grower of the old lands a bonus equal to 
the difference between the’ world price 
and a price guaranteed to him. 

With foreign flour shut out, which the 
millers also demand, the tax would of 
course be passed along to the consumers of 
the home-made flour. The arrangement 
would leave the millers free to bear down 
the price of British wheat, hoist the price 
of flour, and make the consumer pay the 
farmer what the millers took out of him, 
Britain, it will be observed, is encountering 
early the difficulties which inhere in the 
establishment of a protective policy. 


THE MISSING ITEM 


The Jasper Highway is conspicuous by 
its absence from the list of projects to 
which the Dominion has given or is giving 
agsistance in this province. The omission 
will be noted by the people of central and 
northern Alberta. Purely local public 
works aside, there is no project of general 
importance in which the people in this 
part of Alberta are more deeply interested 
or that is of more vital concern to them. 

Perhaps the Highway will be included 
in the further list of relief work under- 
takings which is said to be now in prepara- 
tion, and for which Dominion assistance 
will be sought later on. That is most ur- 
gently to be hoped. That road should be 
completed, as a dependable all-weather 
highway, next summer, and there is no 
road-building enterprise to which the Do- 
minion can more properly give assistance 
than to the opening of this tourist route 
to the great Dominion Park. 


GOOD NEWS FOR TAXPAYERS 

The profits from the city’s utilities for 
the eleven month period ending with No- 
vember show a decrease of about $15,000 
compared with the figures for the parallel 
period a year ago. There is nothing sur- 
prising in the fact of a decre.se or alarm- 
ing in the amount of it. 

Quite a number of people, it is to be 
inferred, have been getting along without 
telephones this year, buying fewer car 
tickets, and turning off lights when not in 
use, aS measures of economy which were 
ignored when money flowed more freely. 
That the result to the departments has not 
been more serious shows that their pa- 
trons cannot in any general way have 
found these economy measures necessary. 

For this period the utilities are turn- 
ing in as profits the handsome sum of 
$438,000. The total for the year should 
run to $480,000 or better, which sum 
would have to be collected through gen- 
eral taxation if the services were supplied 
at cost, as has sometimes been urged. So 
long as the rates are kept on a footing 
with those charged in other cities, this is 
a pretty strong argument for continuing 
to operate the utilities at a profit. 


FURTHER EXPLANATIONS 


Pravda, the official organ of the Soviet, 
now informs its readers that the war in 
Manchuria is all the fault of Secretary 
Stimson of the United States. That wicked 
and designing politician, it argues, wants 
to keep Japan weak; wherefore he induced 
it to invade Manchuria, and take posses- 
sion of a country containing more arable 
Jand than the whole empire of’ Japan. 

A curious way, surely, for a statesman 
to go about the job of undermining the 
commercial and military strength of an- 


other country. Manchuria will provide an 
outlet for Japanese immigration, into a 
country capable of supporting an enor- 


mous and wealth-producing population. 
Perhaps that is the way to curb the in- 
crease of the Japanese people, set limits to 
their commercial operations, and cripple 
them as a military power. But it is pretty 
certain that novel idea never occurred to 
Mr, Stimson, nor any other sane man out 
side Moscow. 

The facts are that the Japs 
called Russia's bluff in the War East

THE SHOW-DOWN 

When it came to a vote, the United 
States Senate approved President Hooy- 
er’s action in arranging the one-year holi- 
day on war debt payments, by the prepon- 
derant vote of 69 to 12. It is perhaps 
equally significant that the parties split on 
the question in fairly even numbers; six 
Republicans and six Democrats voting to 
censure the President's action, and 36 Re- 
publicans and 383 Democrats approving it. 

It is commonly said and believed that 
party lines are more tightly drawn in the 
United States than elsewhere. This vote 
does nothing to prove the claim. When did 
the Liberal and Conservative members in 
the Canadian Senate or House of Com- 
mons split in any such proportions on a 
matter of approving or condemning any 
action of a governnient of either party? 

The conclusion appears to be that, 
after all the talk about impeachment and 
dictatorship and making Europe pay its 
debts on the nail, half the members of 
each party in each house at Washington 
recognize that Europe simply cannot pay, 
and that a crisis came about during the 
summer which had to be met by summary 
action if general collapse of international 
credits was to be prevented. 

As a matter of theory ‘the President's 
critics may be right, that Congress should 
have been consulted before action was 
taken. But as a matter of hard fact, ac- 
tion had to be taken forthwith if a crash 
was to be averted, and the United States 
saved any chance it now has of ultimately 
collecting. Had the crash come, the war 
debt prospect would have looked worse 
than the stock market.

To Crime Now, 


Burglars Use Well-trained) 
Feminine Decoys

LONDON, Dec. 28.—‘Re- 
garded as «. whole, the women 
of this country, were never 
in a more unhappy state than 
they are today. The better 
class woman now turns crim- 
inal more readily than her 
poorer sister.” These are 
statements in a book on “Wo- 
man and Crime” by Cecil 
He says further that women 
have more imagination than men, and 
the problems with which they face the 
detective are in consequence much 
more difficult. Practically every burg- 
lar now uses a woman decoy, whom he 
trains as an expert driver; and, as Mr. 
Bishop points out, her clean record 
will probably save her from punish- 
she is detected. In the great major-| 
ity of cases she has glippel into crime 
owing to some lapse from the moral 
code which, however reprehensible, 1s 
Once thus be- 
trayed into criminal circles, her sex 
becomes her greatest weapon. It is 
common to ascribe these evils to the 
war, but in the author's view the war 
was merely an “irritant which brought 
into prominence social diseases which 
had hitherto lain dormant.” In part 
they are due to the claim for equality 
between the sexes, which is translat-

HOMESTEADER | 
AT PERRYVALE 
SHOOTS SELF 


Byron Baker Stricken With 
Grief at Death of Wife 
and Child 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

PERRYVALE, Dec, 28—-Unable to 
bear up and carry on under the grief 
and anguish brought about by the 
death of his wife and infant child, 
Byron Baker, 35, a homesteader re- 
siding four miles from here, shot and 
killed himself on Saturday noon, 

He left a note in which he gave 
expression to his grief and asking that 
burial be under the direction of the 
pastor at Athabasca. 

Mrs, Baker and her infant had been 
buried exactly three weeks before the 
husband committed suicide, both
